FOREWORD 

This  Handbook  is  dedicated  by  the  Student  Associa- 
tion of  John  B.  Stetson  University  to  the  new  students. 
We  hope  that  it  will  help  you  understand  our  campus 
life;  but  most  of  all,  we  hope  that  it  will  help  you  grasp 
the  spirit  which  is  an  intrinsic  part  of  Stetson, 

This  Handbook  contains  essential  information  for  all 
students.  We  have  tried  to  present  this  material  from  the 
student's  viewpoint  with  the  aim  of  answering  the  ques- 
tions which  are  in  the  mind  of  every  new  student  .  Please 
read  this  Handbook  and  use  it  as  your  guide. 

Every  new  student  is  invited  and  urged  to  participate 
in  campus  activities.  They  are  your  activities,  and  it  is 
your  privilege  to  contribute  of  your  interest  and  initiative. 
We  extend  to  you  a  hearty  welcome  and  greeting  as  you 
become  an  integral  part  of  our  Stetson  family. 


HISTORY  AND  HERITAGE 

DeLand  Academy,  which  later  became  Stetson  Uni- 
versity, was  established  in  1883.  There  were  13  students 
and  one  teacher  in  the  beginnin,?.  Total  enrollment  last 
year  was  2,015  and  there  were  127  members  of  the  faculty. 

In  1876,  Henry  A.  DeLand  of  Fairport,  New  York,  was 
so  impressed  by  the  pleasant  climate  and  tropical  scenery 
sunound'ng  a  small  unnamed  settlement  in  central  Florida 
that  he  decided  to  make  it  his  home.  From  the  first 
he  manifested  such  an  active  interest  in  the  growth  and 
development  of  the  community  that  it  soon  was  named 
DeLand. 

In  1884  he  built  DoLand  Hall,  which  houses  the  pres- 
ent School  of  Mus'c,  and  moved  the  year-old  Academy  in- 
to the  new  build'ng.  He  proposed  to  the  Florida  p,aptist 
Convention  that  if  the  Convention  would  contribute  $10,000 
he  would  donate  an  equal  sum  along  with  the  Academy 
property.  This  was  done,  and  in  the  fifth  year  the  school 
was  incorporated  as  DeLand  University.  Later,  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  original  benefactor,  the  name  was  changed  to 
John  B  Stetson  University  in  honor  of  the  Philadelphia 
hat  manufacturer  who  had  given  much  of  his  time  and 
wealth  to  aM  the  advancing  young  college. 

Stetson  University  was  conceived  with  Christian  ideals 
as  its  basis.  Today,  as  always,  that  spirit  dominates  the 
whole  of  the  University,  a  spirit  which  becomes  our  heri- 
tage when  we  become  a  part  of  the  student  body.  Because 
of  world  conditions  today  our  goals  are  even  more  signifi- 
cant than  ever  before:  scholarship,  culture  and  Christian 
character.  As  we  adopt  these  goals  for  our  own,  we  be- 
come a  part  of  that  spirit  which  our  past  has  developed 
and  on  which  the  hopes  for  the  future  depend.  This  is  our 
heritage,  and  it  is  our  privilege  to  pass  the  heritage  on  to 
those  who  will  follow.

1,  Freshman  caps  shall  be  worn  at  all  times  except 
on  Sundays  and  when  in  attendance  at  formal  affairs. 

2.  All  school  songs  appearing  in  the  Handbook  are  to 
be  memorized  during  Freshman  Week  and  are  to  be  re- 
cited to  upperclassmen  on  request. 

?,.  All  freshmen  are  renuired  to  attend  all  student  as- 
semblies except  when  on  scholarship  duties. 

4.  If  called  upon  by  upperclassmen  to  perform  duties 
of  a  constructive  nature,  freshmen  are  expected  to  respond 
promptly  and  willingly. 

IMPORTANT:  Upperclassmen  must  refrain  from  re- 
requesting  any  act  which  will  offend  the  sense  of  pride  or 
honor  of  any  freshman.

FACULTY  ADVISORY  SYSTEM 

The  University  uses  an  individualized  program.  In 
the  place  of  the  old  system  in  which  general  requirements 
were  laid  down  for  all  students  with  little  regard  for  in- 
dividual differences,  there  has  been  instituted  a  system 
of  individual  requirements.  The  use  of  requirements  as 
such  has  not  been  abandoned,  but  the  method  of  using 
them  has  been  changed.  Instead  of  being  laid  down  in 
advance  and  applied  generally,  requirements  are  set  up  for 
each  individual  based  upon  his  aptitudes,  interests  and 
needs. 

Such  a  system  requires  methods  and  devices  for  dis- 
covering individual  aptitudes  and  interests  and  an  organi- 
zation for  counselling  students.  A  group  of  faculty  mem- 
bers has  been  chosen  and  is  organized  to  act  as  counsel- 
lors. A  testing  program  is  in  use  to  supply  the  counsellors 
with  needed  information  concerning  individual  students. 
This  is  supplemented  by  reports  from  high  schools  from 
which  the   students  come. 

When  a  student  enters  the  University  he  has  an  in- 
terview with  members  of  the  advisory  council  which  is 
suppl^'ed  with  all  the  information  that  has  been  gathered 
concerning  the  student.  By  means  of  this  initial  inter- 
view and  others  from  time  to  time,  each  student's  edu- 
cational program  is  worked  out  and  directed. 
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STUDENT  ADVISORY  SYSTEM 

Each  spring  the  Deans  of  Men  and  Women  choose 
from  the  upper  divisions  a  group  of  students  to  become 
Fresbman  Advisers  for  the  following  fall  season.  These 
students  are  chosen,  not  for  their  high  scholastic  average 
nor  for  numerous  extracurricular  activities,  but  for  their 
a))ility  to  represent  all  phases  of  college  life,  and  still 
further,  to  help  each  new^  student  become  a  member  of  the 
Stetson  family  as  quickly  as  possible.  An  adviser  begins 
his  contact  with  a  freshman  through  correspondence  dur- 
ing the  summer,  and  such  associations  prove  profitable 
to  both  adviser  and  advisee.  It  is  the  particular  duty  and' 
pleasure  of  each  adviser  to  stand  beside  h's  advisee  until 
the  new  student  is  well  established  in  college  life,  having 
found  his  place  in  the  group  and  having  adjusted  himself 
socially  and  mentally  to  campus  life.

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SOME   "HOW   TO   STUDY"   HINTS 

In  the  University,  the  past  meets  the  present  for  the 
future.  Here  the  student  is  "exposed"  to  the  experience 
and  culture  the  race  has  accumulated.  The  hope  is  that 
he  may  add  to  it.  The  University  can  educate  no  one — 
it  provides  opportunity,  facilities,  tradition,  counsel — but 
the  student  does  his  own  learning.  The  following  hints 
are  good  ones: 

1.  Ask  each  professor  for  his  suggestions  as  to  how 
to  study  his  subject  matter.  Examine  books  on  this  in 
our  library. 

2.  Start  out  the  first  day  as  a  100  per  center.  First 
impressions  often  persist. 

3.  Make  a  v/ritten  summary  in  outline  form  of  each 
assignment.  Writing  this  calls  on  a  motor  brain  area  in 
addition  to  the  visual  one. 

4.  Have  a  regular  time  for  preparing  each  course. 
This  pays  big! 

5.  Your  I.Q.  is  less  important  than  you  "want-to" — - 
don't  send  in  your  second  team.  Grades  below  C  will  bar 
a  man  from  ever  being  considered  for  admission  to  pro- 
fessional schools. 

6.  Be   certain   all   assignments   are   in  on  time.

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STUDENTS'    DEPOSIT    FUND 

Student  banking  facilities  are  maintained  at  Stetson. 

Under  the  plan  students  will  be  permitted  and  en- 
couraged to  deposit  their  personal  cash  in  the  Business 
Of  lice  of  the  University.  Withdrawals  of  cash  will  be 
made  at  the  discretion  of  the  student  with  no  restraint 
whatsoever  on  the  part  of  the  Business  Office  employees. 
The  Business  Office  may  require  a  reasonable  notice  of 
withdrawals  of  large  sums  at  one  time  due  to  the  mini- 
mum amount  of  cash  to  be  kept  in  this  office. 

The  University  will  keep  this  money  in  an  account  at 
the  Barnett  National  gank  designated  "Stetson  Univer- 
sity Students'  Deposit  Fund."  This  fund  is  for  the  ex- 
clusive use  of  students  and  all  transactions  must  be  han- 
dled through  the  Business  Office. 

Regular  banking  procedure  will  be  put  into  effect.  A 
pass  book  will  be  issued  to  each  student  having  an  ac- 
count. This  book  must  be  presented  with  each  transac- 
tion. A  regular  deposit  blank  will  be  used  to  deposit 
money  and  this  will  be  recorded  in  the  pass  book  to  re- 
flect not  only  the  receipt  by  the  Bursar,  but  also  the  new 
balance  to  the  credit  of  the  student. 

Checks  will  be  used  for  withdrawals  of  money  and 
they  will  not  be  negotiable  or  cashed  at  any  place  except 
the  Business  Office.  In  effect,  they  will  resemble  checks 
but  actually  be  a  receipt  signed  by  the  student  that  he  re- 
ceived a  certain  sum  of  money  from  the  Bursar  which  is 
to  be  charged  to  his  personal  deposit  account.  The  pass 
book  must  ])e  presented  to  make  these  withdrawals. 

The  University  will  be  compelled  to  make  a  nominal 
charge  to  cover  the  cost  of  bookkeeping  and  supplies. 
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SAMPSON    LIBRARY 

The  library  is  a  depository  of  knowledge,  culture  and 
experience  in  printed  form,  and  serves  as  a  general  labora- 
tory for  the  entire  college  community — students  and  facul- 
ty. It  is  the  hope  of  the  library  staff  that  students  will 
use  the  library  for  both  study  and  recreational  reading. 
The  staff  will  gladly  assist  any  student  in  locating  and 
using  library  materials.  Hours  will  be  found  posted  on 
the  door  of  the  library  building.  Each  year  a  handbook 
is  published  which  gives  detailed  instructions  concerning 
the  use  of  library  resources.  This  handbook  may  be  se- 
cured at  the  Charge  Desk  in  the  Reading  Room  of  the 
University  library. 

THE    UNIVERSITY    INFIRMARY 

The  infirmary  service  of  the  University,  under  com- 
petent graduate  nurses,  provides  for  the  care  of  all  minor 
illnesses  and  the  relief  of  acute  conditions  which  do  not 
require  special  nursing.  Supplementary  to  the  service  af- 
forded by  the  University  infirmary,  a  student  may  at  his 
own  expense  secure  any  physician  he  desires.  The  Uni- 
versity requests  that  all  illnesses  be  first  reported  to  the 
University  nurses. 

Chapel  cuts  are  sent  to  the  Registrar's  office  at  the 
end  of  the  week  by  the  infirmary.  When  a  student  is 
given  an  excuse  from  class  from  the  infirmary,  he  or  she 
is  then  responsible  for  giving  this  excuse  to  his  or  her 
instructor.  No  student  will  be  excused  from  class  unless 
the  infirmary  has  been  notified  before  the  class  begins, 
or  during  the  class  hour.  All  dormitory  girls  must  sign 
out  when  remaining  in  the  infirmary  overnight. 
CHURCH    ATTENDANCE 

All  students  are  urged  to  attend  Sunday  School  and 
church  services  on  Sunday.  The  University  cooperates  to 
this  end  with  all  churches  in  DeLand.  On  Sunday  work  is 
suspended  throughout  the  University,  and  the  office  build- 
ings, the  laboratories  and  the  libraries  are  closed. 
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THE   VESPER   SERVICE 

The  Vesper  Service  is  a  non-denominational  service 
sponsored  by  tlie  Baptist  Student  Union  Council  and  meets 
each  evening  at  6:3U  at  a  place  to  be  posted  on  the  bul- 
letin board.  It  seeks  to  strengthen  the  spiritual  life  of 
the  student  body. 

THE    BAPTIST   STUDENT    UNION 

The  Baptist  Student  Union  is  the  connecting  link  be- 
tween the  [^aptist  churches  of  DeLand  and  the  University. 
It  is  the  recruiting  agency  and  training  activity  for  the 
local  churches. 

The  BSU  is  made  up  of  students  who  are  members 
of  a  local  Baptist  church  or  who  participate  in  one  or 
more  of  the  unit  activities.  The  lunctions  of  the  BSU 
are  led  by  the  BSU  Council  which  includes  general  officers 
elected  annually  and  the  presidents  of  the  following  cam- 
pus unit  organizations: 

The  Volunteers  for  Chistian  Service  Is  an  organiza- 
tion composed  of  students  who  plan  to  do  full-time  relig- 
ious work  aside  from  that  of  the  preaching  ministry. 
Membership  is  open  to  all  students  who  indicate  a  desire 
to  join  and  a  willingness  to  live  up  to  the  motto  of  the 
group,  "that  in  all  things  Christ  might  have  pre-eminence." 
Meetings  are  held  twice  monthly. 

The  Ministerial  Association  is  composed  of  young  men 
who  are  studying  for  the  ministry.  To  be  eligible  for 
membership,  the  student  must  be  recommended  by  a  Chris- 
tian church  as  a  candidate  for  the  ministry. 

Young  Women's  Auxiliary  is  open  to  all  young  women 
in  the  University.  It  engages  in  the  study  of  the  various 
phases  of  mission  work  and  personal  service.  The  YWA 
meets  twice  each  month  and  through  is  programs  seeks 
to  enrich  the  spiritual  life  of  its  members. 
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STUDENT  RELIGIOUS  ORGANIZATIONS 

The  religious  activities  which  are  considered  campus- 
wide  are  under  the  direction  of  the  Student  Christian  As- 
sociation. Tills  group  is  composed  of  the  presidents  of 
each  organized  denominational  group  and  meets  monthly 
to  plan  such  activities  as  Religious  Focus  Week,  Religious 
Emphasis  Week,  Easter  sunrise  service,  and  Thanks- 
giving service.  The  association  also  coordinates  all  the 
religious  activities  of  the  campus  in  making  religion  a 
vital  part  of  the  student's  college  life. 

The  following  denominational  activities  are  organized 
on  the  campus:  Baptist  Student  Union,  Canterhury  Cluh 
for  Episcopal  students,  Wesley  Foundation  for  Methodist 
students,  Westminster  Fellowship  for  Presbyterian  stu- 
dents, and  the  Newman  Club  for  Catholic  students.

CONSTITUTION    OF  THE    WOMAN'S   STUDENT 
GOVERNMENT  ASSOCIATION 
Preamble 
We.  the   women  dormitory  students  of  John  B.   Stet- 
son University,  desiring  to  assume  individual  and  commu- 
nity responsibility  in  the  life  and  conduct  of  the   Univer- 
s  ty    and    thus    to    develop    self-control    and    maintain    the 
ideals,  cultivate  the  tone  and  preserve  the  strength  of  this 
college,  do  hereby  in  accordance  with  an  agreement  estab- 
lished   between   the   faculty   and    students   organize    them- 
selves into  an  Association. 

Article   I.     Name 
This    organization    shall    lie    known    as    the    Women's 
Student  Government  Association  of  John  B.   Stetson  Uni- 
versity. 

Article   II.     Purpose 
The  purpose  of  this  organization  shall  be  to  establish 
and  maintain  a  system  of  government  for  the  wonien  stu- 
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dents  of  John  B.  Stetson  University  who  reside  in  the  dor- 
mitories in  matters  concerning  tliem  and  their  student  life 
and  relationships,  to  form  a  basis  for  cooperation  between 
faculty  and  students,  to  promote  interests  of  the  students 
of  the  college,  to  preserve  the  student  honor,  to  represent 
them  in  their  external  relations  and  to  perform  such  duties 
as  may  hereafter  be  assumed  by  the  organization. 
Article   III.      Membership 

Section  I.  All  collegiate  women  boarding  in  the  dor- 
mitories shall  be  members  of  this  organization. 

Section  2.  All  dormitory  women  are  primarily  under 
the  control  of  the  Dean  of  Women. 

Article  IV.     Legiriation 

The  legislation  of  the  Association  shall  be  vested  in 
the  dormitory  women  student  body  as  a  whole.  Any  pro- 
posed amendment  or  change  in  the  Constitution  shall  be 
read  at  an  open  meeting  of  the  above  named  body.  It 
shall  then  be  postponed  one  week  before  a  vote  is  taken. 
If  the  measure  is  passed  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  it  shall 
then  be  passed  to  the  student  council  and  faculty  commit- 
tee of  John  B.  Stetson  University. 

Article  V.     Executive 

Section  1.  The  executite  powers  of  this  Association 
shall  be  vested  in  an  executive  committee  which  shall 
consist  of  the  officers  of  the  Association  which  includes 
representatives  from  each  collegiate  class. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  include  a 
president,  vice-president,  secretary,  treasurer,  represen- 
tative-at-large,  sergeant-at-arms  and  sophomore  represen- 
tative. 

Section  3.  A  freshman  representative  shall  be  elected 
by  the  members  of  the  freshman  class  at  the  beginning  of 
the  fall  term.  This  representative  shall  not  sit  with  the 
Council  as  a  governing  member  but  shall  serve  as  house 
president  of  the  freshman  dormitory  and  as  president  of 
the  Freshman  Group  Organization. 
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Section  4.  Elections.  On  the  first  Monday  in  April 
the  Council  president  shall  announce  a  nominating  com- 
mittee which  will  be  appointed  by  the  president  with  the 
assistance  of  a  faculty  member.  This  committee  will  bring 
a  report  on  the  following  Monday  at  which  time  elections 
will  take  place. 

The  president  and  vice-president  shall  be  elected  from 
the  senior  class,  the  secretary  and  the  treasurer  from  the 
junior  class.  The  representative-at-large  shall  be  from  the 
junior  or  senior  class.  All  officers  must  have  a  scholastic 
rating  of  at  least  "C."  The  president  must  have  served 
at  least  one  semester  as  a  member  of  the  Student  Council 
prior  to  her  election  to  the  presidency. 

Any  resident  woman  elected  to  the  Executive  Council 
must  have  indicated  her  interest  prior  to  the  election  by 
submitting  an  application  to  the  senior  council  members. 
This  application  form  will  be  provided  each  year  by  the 
president  of  the  council  and  every  woman  is  privileged  to 
submit  said  application.  All  applications  will  receive  equal 
consideration  for  nomination. 

A  special  meeting  shall  be  called  to  fill  any  vacancy 
within  one  week  after  the  vacancy  occurs. 

Section  5.  Installation  of  Officers.  Regular  installa- 
tion shall  take  place  in  the  presence  of  the  Association  on 
the  Monday  following  the  election. 

Irregular  installation  shall  be  held  in  the  presence  of 
the  Executive  Committee  three  days  after  the  election. 

Article   VI.     Judicial 
The  judicial   power  shall  be  vested   in   the   Executive 
Committee.    The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  pow- 
er to  Impose  penalties  after  the  trial  of  a  case.     The  Com- 
mittee may  not  expel  a  member  from  the  Association  but 
may  recommend  expulsion  to  the  Faculty  Committee. 
Article  VII.     Faculty  Committee 
Section  1.     The  Dean  of  Women  cooperates  with   the 
president  of  the  Student  Council. 
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Section  2.     Duties. 

a.  To  pass  upon  all  new  rules  and  regulations. 

b.  To  sanction  action  recommended  by  the  Exec- 
utive  Committee  on   matters   concerning   suspension. 

c.  In  the  organization  of  the  University,  the  presi- 
dent of  the  University  has  power  and  right  to  use  his  dis- 
cretion to  suspend  any  rule  in  the  Constitution. 

Article  VIM.     Meetings 
Section   1.     Regular   meetings    shall   be   held   the   first 
Monday  in  every  month. 

Section  2.  Mass  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time 
by  the  president. 

Section  3.     Attendance    at    regular    meetings    is    com- 
pulsory. 
WOMEN'S   STUDENT   GOVERNMENT    REGULATIONS 

1.  All  social  privileges  shall  be  based  on  academic 
classification. 

2.  Drinking  in  any  form  is  an  infraction  of  the  Uni- 
versity rules  and  any  case  which  is  apprehended  is  handled 
as  a  serious  offense. 

3.  Girls  maintaining  a  2.3  (B  plus)  average  or  above 
during  a  quarter  are  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  class 
above  their  own  class  during  the  following  quarter. 
Sophomores,  juniors  and  seniors,  who  are  placed  on  aca- 
demic probation  any  quarter  receive  the  privileges  of  the 
class  below  their  own  class. 

4.  Freshmen  and  sophomores,  who  are  placed  on  the 
D  List  after  the  first  six-weeks  period,  will  be  allowed  no 
10:30  week-night  permissions  and  no  Grille  privileges  for 
the  remainder  of  the  quarter. 

5.  Any  freshman  on  academic  probation  will  have  no 
10:30  permissions  for  the  quarter  of  her  probation,  unless 
her  name  does  not  appear  on  the  D  List  at  the  end  of 
the  six  weeks;  at  that  time,  she  will  be  given  four  10:30 
permissions  and  nightly  Grille  privileges. 

6.  Campusment  for  any  offense  must  be  taken  when 
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and  as  stated  by  the  Women's  Council.  To  break  a  cam- 
pusment  is  a  major  offense  and  is  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Council  for  further  penalty. 

RULES   REGARDING   DORMITORIES 

1.  Quiet  hours  begin  at  S  every  night.  This  study  hour 
must  be  observed  by  all,  and  every  girl  is  expected  to  be 
in  her  own  room  during  these  hours.  Quiet  hours  must 
be  maintained  until  S  a.m. 

2.  The  Council  recommends  that  all  girls  have  their 
lights  out  at  12  p.m.  If  any  girl  persists  in  keeping  her 
lights  on  after  12  p.m.,  the  Council  reserves  the  right  to 
penalize  he)*. 

3.  Beds  are  to  be  made  and  rooms  in  order  for  in- 
spection not  later  than  11  each  morning. 

4.  Visiting  hours  for  men  in  the  dormitories  are  as 
follows:  Sundays,  noon  until  10:30  p.m.;  weekends  and 
holidays,  noon  until  11  p.m.;  other  week  days,  4  p.m.  until 
S  p.m. 

5.  Girls  may  visit  men's  dormitories,  fraternity  houses 
or  any  living  quarters  only  after  they  have  obtained  special 
permission  from  the  Dean  of  Women's  office. 

6.  A  dormitory  guest  is  expected  to  observe  the  rules 
under  which  her  hostess  is  living.  All  guests  are  re- 
quested to  sign  a  card  which  will  be  filed  at  the  desk  of 
the  hall  in  which  she  is  visiting.  A  student  is  expected 
to  obtain  permission  from  the  housemother  before  her 
guest  arrives. 

7.  Radios  are  not  to  be  played  at  any  time  so  that 
they  create  a  disturbance  or  are  annoying  to  those  who 
are  trying  to  study. 

8.  Permission  to  spend  the  night  in  other  dormitories 
may  be  obtained  only  on  weekend  nijhts  (Friday  and  Sat- 
urday) from  the  hostess  in  her  dormitory.  Any  girl  who 
obtains  this  permission  must  sign  out  of  her  own  dormi- 
tory and  sign  in  with  the  hostess  in  the  dormitory  in 
which   she   spends  the  night.     This   also  applies   to   those 
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wishing  to  spend  the  night  in  the  Panhellenic  Buildinj. 

9.  Girls  are  not  permitted  to  smoke  anywhere  on  cam- 
pus,  including   cars   parli:ed   on   campus,   or   in   the   dormi- 
tory, except  in  their  own  rooms  or  any  otlier  specified  place. 
RULES    REGARDING   SIGNING    OUT 

1.  Any  student  who  leaves  the  dormitory  after  8  p.m. 
must  sign  herself  out  at  the  desk. 

2.  With  the  exception  of  seniors,  all  girls  must  obtain 
permissions  from  the  Council  office  to  be  out  of  the  dormi- 
tory after  8  p.m.,  except  for  certain  designated  campus 
activities. 

3.  Any  senior,  junior  or  sophomore  who  has  checked 
on  riding  permission  in  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Women 
may  leave  town  during  the  day,  providing  she  signs  out  at 
the  desk  giving  her  destination.  All  freshmen  will  be  re- 
sponsible for  obtaining  their  own  permissions  from  the 
dormitory  hostess. 

4.  Any  girl  who  maintains  her  academic  record  may 
have  a  30-minute  Grille  permission  between  8  and  10:30 
p.m.  week  nights. 

RULES    REGARDING    WEEKEND    PERMISSIONS 

1.  Girls  leaving  on  weekends  must  leave  before  7  p.m. 
unless  special  permission  is  received  from  the  Dean  of 
Women. 

2.  All  girls  leaving  town  over  the  weekend  must  return 
by  10:30  on  Sunday  night  unless  special  permission  is  given 
to  do  otherwise  by  the  Dean  of  Women.  If  it  is  impos- 
sible to  return  by  10:30  and  a  student  does  not  notify  the 
Dean  of  Women,  or  dormitory  hostess,  it  will  be  considered 
a  Council  offense. 

3.  Each  girl  may  have  an  11  p.m.  permission  on  Fri- 
day and  Saturday  nights. 

4.  Permission  for  all  over-night  absences  from  the 
dormitories  must  be  secured  from  the  office  of  the  Dean 
of  Women,  except  that  juniors  and  seniors  may  go  home 
on  weekends  by  signing  out  at  the  desk. 
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5.  All  girls  makini?  overnight  visits  from  the  dormi- 
tory, unless  they  are  going  home,  must  have  a  written  in- 
vitation from  the  hostess  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Dean 
of  Women. 

6.  The  Dean  of  Women  v^ill  mail  to  each  parent,  or 
guardian,  a  blanket  permission  form  to  filled  out  and  re- 
turned to  her.  All  permissions  will  be  granted  on  this 
basis.  A  card  is  mailed  to  parents  or  guardians  alter 
each  weekend  which  is  granted. 

7.  No  permission  will  be  granted  for  girls  to  stay 
over-night  in  town. 

S.  For  each  night  over  the  alloted  number  of  weekend 
permissions,  a  10:30  p.m.  permission  w\\\  be  taken  away. 

INFORMATION   REGARDING   DRESS 

Stetson  women  are  expected  to  dress  appropriately 
and  discreetly  at  all  times.  They  are  requested  to  respect 
the  following: 

1.  Slacks  (or  jeans)  may  be  worn  on  Saturdays. 

2.  Slacks  (or  jeans)  may  he  worn  to  athletic  activities 
or  to  other  activities  and  entertainments  which  require 
the  wearing  of  them. 

3.  Shorts  may  be  worn  while  participating  in  sports. 

4.  Shorts  may  be  worn  when  leaving  campus  for  a 
picnic  or  to  go  swimming. 

5.  Swim  suits  must  be  covered  by  shorts,  dresses, 
slacks  or  beach  coats  while  on  campus.  All  women  are 
asked  to  enter  the  side  doors  when  returning  from  the 
beach  wearing  shorts  and  bathing  suits.  Bathing  suits 
must  be  covered  while  on  campus. 

6.  Sunback  and  other  low  cut  dresses  are  not  con- 
sidered appropriate  for  class  and  campus  wear. 

RULES    REGARDING    FIRE    DRILLS 
Fire  drills  will  be  held  once  each  quarter.     When  the 

fire  signal  is  given,  act  quickly  and   quietly.     Follow  the 

Instructions  in  order. 

1.  Put  on  a  pair  of  heavy  shoes. 


2.  Put  on  a  heavy  robe  or  coat. 

3.  Close  all  windows  in  room  and  bathroom,  and  close 
bathroom  doors. 

4.  Close  transom  and  door  as  you  leave. 

5.  Use  fire  exit  designated  by  your  house  regulations. 

a.  Maintain  a  single  line  when  leaving  the  building. 

b.  Walk  cautiously  and  without  speaking  to  avoid 
danger  and  in  order  to  hear  necessary  instruc- 
tions. 

c.  Fire  monitor  will  lead  her  line  of  girls  to  a  safe 
distance  from  the  building  where  they  will  remain 
until  the  return  signal  is  given. 

d.  When  the  return  signal  is  sounded,  the  line  shall 
reverse  and  return  to  the  dormitory.

2.  Freshmen  who  leave  town  at  any  time  must  have 
permission  from  the  dormitory  hostess. 

3.  Each  freshman  may  have  one  off-campus  10:30  p.m. 
permission  during  the  week. 

4.  Each  freshman  mav  have  six  special  12  p.m.  week 
end  permissions  per  quarter. 

II."    Sophomores 

1.  Each  sophomore  may  have  eight  off-campus  week- 
end permissions  each  quarter. 

2.  Each  sophomore  may  have  one  off-campus  10:30 
p.m.  permission  and  a  bonus  of  six  10:30's  to  be  taken  any 
time  desired  during  the  quarter. 

III.     Juniors 

1.  Each  junior  may  have  two  10:30  p.m.  off-campus 
permissions  during  the  week  and  a  bonus  of  six  to  be 
taken  during  the  quarter. 
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2.  Each  junior  may  have  12  p.m.  permissions  on  Fri- 
day and  Saturday  nights. 

IV.     Seniors 

1.  Each  senior  may  have  an  unlimited  number  of  off- 
campus  week-ni?ht  3  0:30  permissions. 

2.  Each  senior  may  have  12  p.m.  permissions  Friday 
and   Saturday  nights. 

SORORITIES 

Alpha  Dexioma.  The  Alpha  Chapter  of  Dex^'oraa  was 
established  at  Stetson  in  May,  1940.  The  purpose  of  the 
OTsranization  is  to  promote  democrntic  friendship  and  un- 
doT-stnntUng  fimong  its  members  and  to  broaden  the  social, 
political,  athletic  pud  rer'sr'ous  life  of  its  members.  AH 
women  in  Stetson  University  who  ai'e  not  associated  with 
a  national  social  organization  may  become  members. 

Alpha  Xi  Delta.  Omega  Chapter  was  established  at 
Stetson  in  1017. 

De'ta  Delta  Delt=?.  Alpha  Delta  Chanter  was  estab- 
lished in  1913.  For  several  years  previously  it  existed  as 
a  local. 

Phi  Mu.  The  Alpha  Xi  Chapter  was  established  at 
Stetson  in  1949. 

Pi  Beta  Phi.  Florida  Alpha  Chapter  was  established 
in  1913,  havina:  existed  as  a  local  for  several  years  pre- 
vious to  that  time. 

Zet?  Tau  Alpha.  Beta  Psi  Chapter  was  established  in 
1934,  after  having  existed  for  several  years  as  a  local. 

Membership 

Approximately  one-half  of  the  co-eds  do  not  belong  to 
sororities.  For  various  reasons  these  girls  either  may  be 
unable  to  join  a  sorority  or  may  not  wish  to  become  af- 
filiated with  any  such  group.  In  any  case,  a  girl  is  judged 
by  what  she  is  as  a  person  and  not  by  any  organization 
to  which  she  belongs. 

1.  Sorority  Chapters.  A  chapter  is  a  group  of  college 
women  who  have   elected  to  establish   a   close   affiliation 
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with  one  another  for  four  years  as  college  students  and 
thereafter  as  college  and  sorority  alumnae.  The  chapters 
are  largely  self-governing.  They  maintain  high  ideals  in 
scholarship  and  in  social  customs, 

2.  Rushing.  At  the  beginning  of  each  school  year,  the 
sorority  chapters  on  the  campus  have  a  period  known  as 
deferred  rushing  followed  by  a  short  period  of  formal  rush 
ing.  Deferred  rushing  gives  girls  who  are  interested  in 
pledging  to  a  sorority  an  opprtounity  to  become  acquainted 
with  the  sorority  women  on  the  campus  and  to  know  some- 
thing of  their  organizations.  During  formal  rushing  each 
fraternity  entertains  rushees  at  a  series  of  parties. 

Alumnae  members  of  each  sorority  send  recommenda- 
tions to  their  chapter  for  sisters,  relatives  or  friends  en- 
tering college  who,  they  think,  would  be  adaptable  to  these 
chapters.  During  formal  rushing  these  recommended  per- 
sons largely  make  up  the  group  of  rushees.  Informal  rush- 
ing is  carried  on  during  the  remaider  of  the  college  year 
during  which  time  each  sorority  is  permitted  to  invite 
rushees  to  the  chapter  room  to  be  guests  at  parties,  etc. 
This  latter  type  of  rushing  is  done  to  select  new  members 
from  acquaintances  made  through  campus  contacts  and 
new  friendships  as  contrasted  with  contacts  made  through 
recommendations  of  alumnae  and  friends. 

Careful  thought  should  be  exercised  before  a  girl  ac- 
cepts a  bid,  for  pledging  means  choosing  friends  for  her 
entire  active  and  alumnae  sorority  life.  She  should  not 
plan  to  pledge  to  a  sorority  unless  she  intends  ultimately 
to  become  a  college  graduate,  nor  should  she  accept  the 
expense  of  membership  (which  is  not  exorbitant)  until  she 
thoroughly  understands  the  amount  involved  and  her  abili- 
ty to  meet  it. 

All  groups  are  worthy  of  membership  and  rushees  are 
urged  to  make  decisions  independently  and  on  the  basis 
of  congeniality. 

It  is  beneath  the  standards  of  sorority  women  to  speak 
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disparagingly  of  any  chapter  or  any  sorority.  A  member 
of  one  orianization  who  so  forgets  and  criticizes  any 
member  of  another  group,  or  the  group  as  a  whole,  will 
discredit  herself  in  the  eyes  of  all  sorority  women  and 
rushees. 

It  is  beneath  the  standards  of  sorority  women  to  al- 
low any  illegal  methods  in  rushing.  A  sorority  member 
may  give  information  on  the  history,  standards,  finances 
and  program  of  her  sorority. 

3.  Panhellenic.  Panhellenic  is  an  organization  com- 
posed of  two  delegates  from  each  sorority  on  the  campus. 
There  is  the  closest  cooperation  in  Panhellenic  on  such 
matters  as  the  maintenance  of  University  and  sorority 
standards,  scholarship  supervision,  social  affairs,  etc. 
Rushing  is  also  regulated  and  governed  by  the  college  Pan- 
hellenic. The  main  purpose  of  a  college  Panhellenic  is  to 
l)rovide  a  medium  through  which  sorority  women  may 
work  together,  may  cooperate  to  unify  the  interests  of 
women  students,

The  rusing  rules  for  rushees  and  sororities  shall  be 
the  same. 

Rules  for  Pre-Rusliing  Period 
(To  September  24) 

1.  No  sorority  girl  shall  wear  her  pin  from  the  time 
she  arrives  at  school  until  September  24. 

2.  No  tables  shall  be  pulled  together  at  the  Commons 
when  rushees  are  at  the  table. 

3.  No  sorority  girl  shall  be  with  rushees  outside  the 
city  limits  except  by  special  permission,  and  they  shall  not 
be  together  in  a  car  at  any  time.  This  rule  does  not  apply 
to  advisers  and  their  own  advisees. 

4.  No  money  is  to  be  spent  by  sorority  girls  or  rushees 
on  each  other. 

5.  There  shall  be  no  correspondence,  phone  calls  or 
notes  sent  to  rushees  by  sorority  girls,  or  vice  versa.  This 
rule  does  not  pertain  to  freshmen  advisers  and  their  own 
advisees.  (This  rule  is  to  apply  also  during  the  period  of 
formal  rushing.) 

6.  Rushees  shall  not  be  taken  to  the  sorority  rooms  at 
any  time  before  the  rush  parties. 

7.  There  shall  be  no  promising  for  bids  or  "hot-boxing" 
at  any  time  during  the  year.  Violations  of  this  rule  by 
chapters  or  rushees  shall  result  in  severe  penalty  at  any 
time  during  the  year. 
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8.  No  sorority  girl  shall  get  a  date  for  a  rushee,  or  vice 
versa,  nor  shall  there  be  any  social  double-dating. 

9.  There  shall  be  no  singing  of  sorority  songs  when 
rushees  are  present. 

10.  In  the  event  that  a  sorority  girl  and  a  rushee  are 
roommates,  they  shall  be  on  their  honor  to  discuss  noth- 
ing concerning  sororities. 

11.  There  shall  be  a  Panhellenic  Reception  for  all  girls 
on  Sunday,  September  24. 

12.  There  shall  be  no  talking  between  sorority  girls 
and  rushees  from  September  24  to  October  7  other  than  at 
rush  parties.  Advisers  may  talk  with  their  own  advisees 
at  the  advisee's  request.  This  may  take  place  only  on 
campus  or  in  the  adviser's  room  when  no  one  else  is 
present. 

13.  Any  girl  breaking  these  rules  may  be  reported  by 
anyone  and  will  be  subject  to  penalty  decided  upon  by  the 
Panhellenic  Council. 

14.  A  formal  reply  must  be  made  to  all  invitations  on 
which  RSVP  is  written. 

Formal    Rushing 
(September  24  to  October  7) 

1.  On  Monday,  September  25,  the  informal  parties  will 
begin.  Each  sorority  shall  have  an  informal  party  from 
4:30  to  8:30  p.m.  Each  girl  who  attends  will  pay  for  her 
own  refreshments. 

2.  During  the  formal  rush  parties — October  2  to  Oc- 
tober 6 — sorority  members  shall  not  be  with  rushees  at 
any  time  except  during  parties  given  by  their  group. 

3.  Monday,  October  2,  through  Friday,  October  6, — 
from  5:30  to  9:30  p.m. — each  sorority  shall  have  its  for- 
mal rush  party,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Panhellenic 
Council. 
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4.  Friday  night,  October  6,  bids  shall  be  issued  by  Pan- 
hellenic  Council  inviting  those  receiving  them  to  be  pres- 
ent at  the  office  in  Chaudoin  Hall  Saturday  afternoon,  Oc- 
tober 7,  at  3  p.m.  to  indicate  their  sorority  preferences. 

5.  Each  girl  who  makes  a  statement  of  her  preference 
under  the  above  rules  must  remain  out  of  her  room  and 
dormitory  between  4  and  4:30  Saturday  afternoon,  Octo- 
ber 7.  At  this  time  invitations  to  membership,  based  upon 
selection  by  the  sorority  and  the  rushee's  preference,  will 
be  placed  in  the  dormitory  rooms.  After  the  rushee  has 
returned  to  her  room  at  4:30  and  received  her  invitation, 
she  should  proceed  to  the  sorority  room  indicated. 

General    Rushing   Rules 

1.  Alumnae,  patronesses  and  pledges  shall  be  governed 
by  all  the  rules  of  rushing.  At  no  time  during  rushing 
shall  there  be  any  alumnae  or  patronesses  in  Chaudoin 
Hall.  (Each  sorority  shall  inform  alumnae  of  this  rule.) 
The  total  number  of  alumnae  and  patronesses  attending 
parties  shall  not  exceed  10. 

2.  No  girl  shall  be  asked  to  join  a  sorority  until  she 
herself  has  matriculated  in  the  University  as  a  regular 
student  and  is  carrying  at  least  2,5  majors  of  work. 

3.  No  chapter  shall  initiate  any  pledge  until  she  has  a 
scholastic  average  of  C  in  2.5  majors  of  work.  No  chapter 
shall  repledge  a  girl  until  she  has  made  a  C  average  in 
2  majors  of  work. 

4.  No  chapter  shall  initiate  a  pledge  until  she  has  been 
enrolled  in  the  University  for  at  least  one  full  quarter. 

5.  No  chapter  shall  pledge  a  transfer  unless  she  has  a 
"C  average  in  the  last  grades  issued  for  a  full  quarter  or 
semester's  work  from  the  transfer  school. 

6.  No  chapter  shall  pledge  a  beginning  freshman  who 
does  not  have  a  C  average  in  her  four  years  of  high  school 
work. 

7.  An  initiate  must  be  enrolled  in  the  University  at 
the  time  of  her  initiation. 
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8.  No  girl  who  has  broken  her  pledge  to  one  sorority, 
whose  pledge  has  been  automatically  broken  by  transfer- 
ring to  another  university,  or  who  has  had  her  pledge  pin 
"lilted,"  shall  be  asked  to  join  another  sorority  tor  one 
calendar  year  after  the  date  her  pledge  is  broken.  All 
broken  pledges  shall  be  notified  to  Panhellenic. 

9.  Any  girl  pledging  to  a  sorority  but  leaving  college 
before  she  is  initiated  shall  be  considered  released  from 
her  pledge  at  the  expiration  of  one  year's  absence  from 
college. 

10.  After  a  girl's  pledge  has  expired,  she  is  eligible  to 
join  any  other  sorority. 

11.  Permission  must  be  granted  by  Panhellenic  repre- 
sentatives of  each  sorority  to  pledge  or  initiate  any  girls. 

12.  The  quota  for  each  sorority  shall  be  45,  except  that 
any  ;group  may  bid  at  least  15  at  the  formal  rush  season. 

13.  Any  sorority  or  sorority  member  and  any  rushee 
who  shall  make  an  agreement  regarding  invitation  to  mem- 
bership prior  to  the  appointed  pledge  day,  shall  be  dealt 
with  at  the  discretion  of  the  Panhellenic  Council. 

14.  All  the  expenses  for  a  rush  party  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  actives'  and  alumnae's  meal  shall  be  included 
in  the  $2.00  maximun  to  be  spent  per  rushee. 

15.  During  orientation  week  the  Panhellenic  Council 
shall  call  a  meeting  of  all  new  women  and  explain  rushing 
and  sorority  life.  There  shall  also  be  a  meeting  of  all 
University  women  to  discuss  rushing  rules. 

16.  All  sorority  members  and  rushees  (in  case  of  viola- 
tion of  these  rules)  shall  be  subject  to  a  system  of  gradu- 
ated penalties  as  decided  upon  by  the  Panhellenic  Council. 
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REGULATIONS    FOR    MEN 

We  assume  that  all  Stetson  men  are  gentlemen  unless 
and  until  their  conduct  indicates  otherwise.  Disciplinary 
matters,  unless  handled  by  the  Dean  of  Men,  wlil  be  re^ 
ferred  to  the  Committee  on  Student  Conduct.  While  the 
University  does  not  single  out  any  particular  action  for 
penalty,  each  man  should  understand  clearly  that  any  con- 
duct on  his  part  which  results  in  bad  publicity  for  the  Uni- 
versity or  which  is  a  reflection  against  the  ideals  of  the 
institution  will  cause  him  to  be  called  before  the  Commit- 
tee on  Student  Conduct  to  give  an  account  of  his  actions, 
and  that  he  will  be  liable  for  suspension. 

Because  of  the  danger  of  fire,  smoking  is  prohibited 
in  University  buildings. 

Each  man  will  see  that  his  correct  address  is  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Men. 

Firearms,  firecrackers,  and  explosives  are  prohibited. 

All  men  who  have  cars  will  register  their  license  tai^ 
numbers  in  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Men. 

No  freshmen  will  be  allowed  to  live  in  fraternity 
houses;   they  must  live  in  the  men's  dormitories. 

All  men  who  work  at  part-time  jobs  in  the  city  of  De- 
Land  will  request  clearance  by  the  office  of  the  Dean  of 
Men  before  they  accept  such  work. 

The  University  reserves  the  right  to  send  the  Director 
of  Housing  or  the  Dean  of  Men,  or  both,  to  inspect  any 
man's  living  quarters. 

Men  not  living  in  a  University  building  or  in  a  fra- 
ternity house  may  live  only  in  facilities  that  have  been 
approved  by  the  University.  This  regulation  is  a  pro- 
tection to  the  student. 

When  a  man  is  involved  in  difficulty  of  any  sort, 
whether  academic,  financial,  social  or  otherwise,  the  Uni- 
versity will  notify  his  parents  or  guardian. 

A  student  who  has  been  suspended  for  violation  of 
conduct  regulations  will  not  be  allowed  to  attend  any  Uni- 
versity social  functions  during  the  term  of  his  suspension.

HOUSING  RULES  FOR  MEN 

All  unmarried  freshman  and  sophomore  men  are  re- 
quired to  live  in  the  University  dormitories  unless  they 
live  at  home  with  their  parents  or  guardians.  No  student 
my  live  in  quarters  that  have  not  been  approved  by  the 
University. 

All  approved  housing  units  for  unmarried  men  require 
the  renter  and  landlord  to  be  under  the  same  roof. 

Garage  apartments,  trailer  camps,  houses,  motels, 
tents  or  auto  courts  cannot  be  used  as  rooming  facilities 
for  unmarried  men. 

Unmarried  men  will  not  be  allowed  to  commute  unless 
they  live  at  home  with  parents  or  guardians  and  written 
permission  for  commuting  has  been  filed  by  the  parents 
or  guardians  in  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Men. 

FRATERNITIES 

Pi  Kappa  Phi  was  founded  at  the  College  of  Charles- 
ton, Charleston,  S.  C,  on  Dec.  10,  1904.  The  badge  is  a 
diamond-shaped  emblem  bearing  a  scroll  with  the  Greek 
capitals  "Pi  Kappa  Phi"  across  the  shorter  diagonal,  with 
a  five-pointed  gold  star  upon  a  black  field  above  the  scroll, 
and  the  figure  of  a  student's  lamp  in  gold  below  the  scroll. 
The  pledge  button  is  of  white  enamel  of  the  same  shape 
as  the  badge  and  with  gold  edges  and  a  gold  scroll  across 
the  shorter  diagonal.  The  colors  are  gold  and  white.  The 
flower  is  the  red  rose.  Chi  chapter,  which  had  existed 
as  the  local  fraternity  Phi  Beta  Phi  for  10  years,  was  in- 
stalled at  Stetson  in  1921.     Archon  is  Charles  McClelland. 

Sigma  Nu  was  formed  at  Virginia  Military  Institute  on 
Jan.  1,  1869.  At  present  it  has  active  chapters  in  99  col- 
leges and  universities  and  has  initiated  over  45,000  mem- 
bers. The  badge  is  of  gold  with  five  white  arms  meeting 
in  a  center  of  black  enamel  on  which  is  coiled  a  golden 
serpent;  each  arm  displays  a  pair  of  crossed  swords  and 
a  letter  forming  the  sequence,  "Sigma  Nu  Epsilon  Tau 
Tau."  The  pledge   ])Utton  is  a  reproduction  of  the  center 
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of  the  active  badge.  The  colors  are  gold,  black  and  white, 
and  the  fraternity  flower  is  the  white  rose.  Delta  Mu 
chapter  existed  on  the  Stetson  campus  as  a  local  fraternity 
for  several  years  before  it  received  its  charter  in  1913. 
It  has  operated  continually  since  that  time  with  the  excep- 
tion of  2y2  years  during  World  War  II.  The  chapter  was 
reactivated  early  in  1946  and  is  back  on  its  prewar  basis. 
Richard  Hendry  is  commander. 

Delta  Sigma  Phi  was  founded  at  the  College  of  the 
City  of  N^w  York  on  Dec.  10,  1899.  The  badge  is  diamond- 
shaped,  displaying  the  Greek  letters  "Delta  Sigma  Phi"  in 
gold  alon,?  its  short  diagonal.  The  background  of  the  pin 
is  black  with  a  white  circle  circumscribing  a  raised  green 
pyramid  at  the  upper  apex  and  a  sphinx  in  gold  at  the 
lower.  The  pledge  pin  is  a  green  pyramid  in  a  circle  of 
white.  The  colors  are  Nile  green  and  white;  the  flower 
is  the  white  carnation.  Alpha  Chi  chapter  was  installed 
in  1925  and  was  an  outgrowth  of  the  oldest  local  frater- 
nity on  the  campus.  Phi  Kappa  Delta,  organized  in  1898. 
Since  its  installation.  Alpha  Chi  chapter  has  operated  con- 
tinuously, even  during  the  trying  days  of  the  war.  The 
president  is  Steve  Stratford. 

Lambda  Chi  Alpha  was  founded  Nov.  2,  1909,  at  Boston 
College  by  three  law  students.  The  badge  is  a  pearl-set 
crescent  with  horns  turned  toward  the  left,  and  enclosing 
a  monogram  of  the  Greek  letters  "Lambda  Chi  Alpha." 
The  center  of  the  crescent  bears  the  Greek  letters,  "Delta 
Pi,"  in  gold  on  black  enamel.  The  pledge  button  is  a 
Gothic  arch  superimposed  upon  a  cluster  of  five  triangles. 
The  colors  are  purple,  green  and  gold.  The  flower  is  the 
white  rose.  Sigma  Omega  chapter  was  installed  at  Stet- 
son on  April  23,  1949.  Lambda  Chi  Alpha  has  132  chapters 
in  the  United  States  and  45  thousand  members,  which 
makes  it  the  largest  fraternity  in  the  United  States.  High 
Alpha  is  Robert  M.  Beasley. 
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Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  was  founded  on  Nov.  1,  1901,  at 
Richmond  College  in  Richmond,  Va.  At  the  present  time 
there  are  97  active  chapters  in  39  states  with  a  total  of 
33.000  active  members  and  alumni.  The  badge  is  a  golden 
heart  with  a  raised  onyx  center  bordered  with  pearls. 
Within  the  onyx  heart  are  inscribed  the  Greek  letters 
"Sigma  Phi  Epsilon"  over  a  skull  and  crossbones.  The 
pledge  button  is  a  square  of  red  enamel  bordered  in  gold. 
On  the  face  of  the  button  is  a  Greek  inscription  above 
which  is  a  crown  and  below  which  is  a  star.  The  colors 
are  purple  and  red,  and  the  fraternity  flowers  are  Ameri- 
can Beauty  roses  and  violets.  Florida  Beta  chapter,  which 
had  existed  as  the  local  fraternity  Chi  Mu  for  a  short 
period  of  time,  was  installed  at  Stetson  on  Feb.  12,  1949. 
The  president  is  Paul  T.  MacAlester. 

Pi  (Kappa)  Alpha.  The  local.  Pi  Alpha,  was  formed 
in  194S  with  the  expressed  purpose  of  petitioning  for  a 
chapter  of  Pi  Kappa  Alpha.  The  president  is  Harry  Hinck- 
ley. 

Eligibility  for  Pledging  and  Initaition 

A  student  is  not  eligible  for  pledging  or  initiation  if: 

1.  He  carries  less  than  a  normal  academic  schedule. 
(The  normal  schedule  in  the  College  of  Law  is  2.4  majors. 
Certain  courses  in  the  other  divisions  of  the  University 
carry  less  than  one  major  of  credit;  in  such  instances 
proper  allowance  will  be  made.  In  no  case,  however,  will 
a  student  be  certified  unless  he  has  a  C  average  for  the 
preceding  quarter.) 

2.  He  holds  a  financial  obligation  to  the  University,  to 
local  merchants  or  to  others  in  the  community. 

3.  He  made  a  scholastic  average  below  C  in  the  insti- 
tution last  attended. 

4.  He  has  any  academic  deficiencies. 

5.  He  is  not  a  full-time,  regularly  enrolled  student. 

0.  His  name  has  not  been  submitted  to,  and  approved  by, 
the  Dean  of  Men  and  other  members  of  the  administrative 
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staff.  Each  fraternity  will  submit  to  the  Dean  of  Men  a 
list  of  prospective  pledges,  who  will  then  certify  as  to 
their  eligibility  for  pledging.  The  list  shall  be  presented 
to  the  Dean  of  Men  at  least  two  days  before  the  day  of 
pledging.  All  fraternity  men  will  please  note  that  the 
list  shall  be  typed,  or  printed,  in  alphabetical  order,  using 
the  full  name  of  the  individual. 

7.  He  made  less  than  a  C  average  in  the  preceding  term 
in  this  University. 

8.  He  has  not  been  in  attendance  at  Stetson  University 
for  at  least  four  weeks,  excluding  the  week  of  orientation 
and  registration. 

9.  He  is  a  new  student  admitted  on  probation. 
Students  under  21  years  of  age  must  have  the  written 

consent  of  parents  or  guardians  to  join  a  fraternity. 

No  one  will  be  certified  for  pledging  or  initiation  on 
the  basis  of  mid-quarter  .grades. 

No  student  who  has  .given  up  pledgeship  or  who  has 
been  dropped  by  the  fraternity  from  its  pledge  list  will  be 
permitted  to  join  another  fraternity  for  one  academic  year, 
including  the  quarter  in  which  he  was  dropped. 

Rush,    Pledge   and    Initiation    Activities 

These  events  must  be  scheduled  in  advance  with  the 
Dean  of  Women  and  the  Dean  of  Men.  Fraternities  are 
responsible  for  the  treatment  which  they  accord  their 
pledges. 

Rules  for  Rushing 

Rules  for  rushing  in  1950-51  will  be  adopted  by  the 
Interfraternity  Council  in  consultation  with  the  Dean  of 
Men, 

The  chief  officer  of  each  fraternity  must  reside  in  his 
fraternity  house  or  designate  a  representative  to  act  in 
his  place. 
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NEW    ORGANIZATIONS 

No  new  organizations  shall  be  started  by  any  indi- 
vidual or  group  without  the  advance  knowledge  and  ap- 
proval by  the  Dean  of  Women,  the  Dean  of  Men  and  other 
administrative  officers. 

Students  desiring  to  form  a  new  organization  are  re- 
ferred to  the  Constitution  of  the  Student  Government  As- 
sociation, Article  XL 

These  regulations  are  necessary  in  order  to  control 
the  rapidly  increasing  number  of  organizations  and  to  pre- 
vent useless  overlapping  and  duplication  of  function.

CONSTITUTION    OF    THE    STUDENT 
ASSOCIATION   OF  JOHN   B.  STETSON   UNIVERSITY 

Preamble 

Exerting  the  gift  of  freedom,  bestowed  by  God  and  in- 
sured and  established  in  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  we,  the  students  of  John  B.  Stetson  University,  in 
order  to  afford  just  representation  in  the  interest  of  the 
Student  Body,  to  centrally  govern  and  coordinate  the  va- 
rious student  organizations,  and  to  cooperate  with  the 
University  authorities  for  the  benefit  of  all,  do  establish 
this  Constitution  for  the  Student  Association  of  John  B. 
Stets'on  University. 

Article   I.     Name 

Section  1.  The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the 
Student  Association  of  John  B.  Stetson  University. 

Section  2.  A  quorum  of  the  Association  shall  be  25 
per  cent  of  its  total  membership. 

Article  II.     Membership 

Section    1.      Every    undergraduate    and    graduate    stu- 
dent in  the  University,  who  pays  a  matriculation  fee,  shall 
automatically   become   a   member   of   the   Association   and 
be  "^^ubject  to  its  rules  and  regulations. 
Article   IN.     Officers 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-Pres.dent, 
Social  Vice-President,  Treasurer  and  Secretary  of  the  As- 
sociation to  be  elected  from  the  student  body  at  large  for 
a  term  of  one  year. 
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Section  2.  Candidates  for  all  Student  Association  of- 
fices shall  have  a  scholastic  average  of  "C"  for  the  three 
consecutive  quarters  preceding  elections.  A  candidate's 
scholastic  average  shall  be  determined  by  the  Registrar. 

Section  3.  Qualifications  for  President  and  Vice- 
President.  Candidates  shall  be  members  of  the  incoming 
senior  class  eligible  for  graduation  by  August  and  not 
sooner  than  May  and  shall  be  in  residence  at  the  Univer- 
sity for  a  period  of  three  consecutive  quarters  including 
the  quarter  in  which  they  are  candidates  prior  to  the  date 
of  the  general  election.  The  President  shall  not  hold 
any  other  office. 

Section  4.  Qualifications  for  the  Social  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Treasurer  and  Secretary.  A  candidate  shall  be  a 
member  of  either  the  incoming  jun'or  or  senior  class  and 
shall  be  in  residence  for  a  period  of  three  consecutive  quar- 
ters at  the  University,  including  the  quarter  in  which  he 
becomes  a  candidate. 

Article  IV.     Duties  of  Officers 

Section  1.  Duties  of  the  President.  The  President 
shall  be  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  all  committees,  shall  call  regular  and 
special  meetings  of  the  Association  and  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  shall  preside  over  these  meetings. 

Section  2.  Duties  of  the  Vice-President.  The  Vice- 
President  shall  fill  the  office  of  President  when  that  office 
shall  be  temporarily  vacant. 

Section  3.  Duties  of  the  Social  Vice-President.  The 
Social  Vice-President  shall  organize  and  direct  all  Student 
Association  functions  directly  social;  shall  succeed  the 
Vice-President  and  President  in  that  order  in  case  of  tem- 
porary vacancies. 

Section  4.  Duties  of  the  Treasurer.  The  Treasurer 
shall  handle  all  moneys  that  shall  come  into  the  treasury 
of  the  Association  and  keep  an  accurate  record  thereof, 
shall  turn  over  to  the  incoming  Treasurer  all  moneys  on 
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hand  together  with  detailed  and  itemized  repoi'ts  of  his 
term  in  office  which  shall  be  published  in  The  Stetson  Re- 
porter, shall  disburse  all  sums  over  $50  only  upon  a  ma- 
jority vote  of  the  Student  Association.  Disbursements 
shall  be  by  vouchers  signed  by  the  Treasurer  and  counter- 
signed by  the  Association  President  and  the  President  of 
the  University.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  chairman  of  the 
Budget  Committee. 

Section  5.  Duties  of  the  Secretary.  The  Secretary  of 
the  Student  Association  shall  be  secretary  of  the  Executive 
Committee  and  as  such  shall  notify  members  of  special 
meetings,  ascertain  the  presence  of  a  quorum  at  each 
meeting,  and  keep  a  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  causing  same  to  be  published  from 
time  to  time  in  The  Stetson  Reporter,  and  within  three 
days  after  each  session  to  be  posted  on  the  Student  Bul- 
letin Board.  At  the  request  of  any  member  present,  shall 
enter  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  on  any  question. 
Shall  not  vote  in  the  deliberations  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  the  extent  of  debating,  making  and  seconding 
motions. 

Article  V.  IVIajor  Committees  and  Powers 
Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee 
composed  of  the  following:  Officers  of  the  Student  Asso- 
ciation named  in  Article  III,  Presidents  of  the  Colleges  of 
Law  and  Liberal  Arts  and  Schools  of  Business  and  Music 
and  President  of  each  class  of  the  liberal  arts  school. 
Powers  of  the  Committee  are: 

1.  Shall  judge  all  financial  matters  after  approval  by 
the  Budget  Committee,  subject  to  vote. 

2.  Shall  appoint  the  following  known  as  Standing 
Committees,  as  recommended  by  the  Association  president: 

a.  Publicity  Committee.  It  shall  promote  an  in- 
terest in  Student  Association  meetings,  shall  notify  the 
student  body  of  special  and  regular  meetings  and  promote 
any  issue  for  the  general  welfare  of  the  student  body.     . 
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b.  Orientation  Committee.  It  shall  organize,  pro- 
mote and  direct  the  Freshman  Orientation  Week. 

c.  Extra-Curricular  Activities  Committee.  It  shall 
inspect,  recommend  the  revocation  of  the  issue  of  or- 
ganizational charters  to  the  Executive  Committee,  shall 
report  violations  of  organizational  rules  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  shall  keep  a  record  of  foregoing  and  shall  di- 
rect all  other  extra-curricular  activities  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

d.  Rules  and  Procedure  Committee.  It  shall  pro- 
vide regulations  for  elections,  shall  interpret  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Student  Association  and  shall  call  special  elec- 
tions. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  a  Budget  Committee.  It 
shall  be  composed  of  the  Association  President  and  Treas- 
urer and  other  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

1.  The  Treasurer  shall  act  as  chairman. 

2.  The  committee  shall  judge  all  financial  matters 
and  all  requests  for  such  shall  be  surveyed  by  the  Budget 
Committee  who  shall  give  a  written  report  on  such  to  the 
Student  Association. 

Article    VI.      Committees 

Section  1.  Each  committee  shall  consist  of  a  chair- 
man and  not  less  than  four  members  representing  each 
college  and  school. 

Section  2.  The  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  of  the 
committees  shall  have  the  force  and  effect  of  by-laws  of 
the  Student  Assoc-ation  after  submitted  and  approved  by 
the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall  be  reported  and  re- 
corded. 

Section  3.  Meetings  shall  be  called  by  the  chairman. 
A  committee  member  may  be  dismissed  after  two  unex- 
cused  absences  from  committee  meetings  by  the  Execu- 
tive  Committee. 

Section  4.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive 
Committee. 
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Section  5.     Each  committee  shall  work  in  cooperation 
with  the  corresponding  Faculty  Committee. 
Article   VII.     Meetings 

Section  1.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Association  shall 
be  called  by  the  President  monthly  at  a  place  and  hour  to 
be  designated. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  the 
President  as  deemed  necessary  or  by  written  petition  of 
50  members  of  the  Association.  This  petition  shall  state 
the  purpose  of  the  special  meeting.  Any  matter  of  major 
policy  not  stated  in  this  purpose  shall  automatically  be 
tabled  for  one  week. 

Section  3.  Notice  of  regular  meetings  shall  be  posted 
in  a  conspicuous  place  two  days  in  advance  (one  day  for 
special  meetings)  and  announced  in  chapel.  This  applies 
to  Association,  college,  school  and  class  meetings. 

Section  4.  Meetings  will  be  called  by  the  respective 
presidents  and  parliamentary  procedure  will  be  followed. 

Article  VIM.     Elections 

Section  1.  A  general  election  shall  be  held  on  the 
last  Tuesday  of  April  from  10:20  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Procedure 
and  the  following  officers  shall  be  elected:  President,  Vice 
President,  Social  Vice  President,  Treasurer  and  Secretary 
of  the  Association.  Rules  shall  be  published  prior  to  the 
election. 

Section  2.  College,  school  and  class  elections  shall 
be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October;  shall  be  regu- 
lated by  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Procedure.  Officers 
to  be  elected  are  president,  vice  president,  secretary  and 
treasurer  of  the  respective  classes. 

Section  3.  A  candidate  in  any  election  must  receive 
a  majority  of  the  votes  cast.  If  no  majority  is  received 
on  the  first  ballot,  the  two  candidates  receiving  the  high- 
est number  of  votes  shall  be  voted  upon  again. 

Section  4.     Inauguration  of  all  officers  shall  take  place 
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at  the  next  regular  meeting  following  the  election  of  such 
officers. 

Section  5.  Election  shall  be  by  secret  ballot  on  elect- 
ing Association  officers. 

Section  6.  To  be  considered  a  member  of  a  class  a 
student  must  be  eligible  for  graduation  from  that  class 
by  August  of  the  followin.?  year. 

Article    IX.     Amendments 

Section  1.  Amendments  may  be  proposed  by  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  or  by  50  Association  members  on  peti- 
tion. 

Section  2.  Vote  on  amendments  shall  be  by  secret 
ballot  and  regulated  by  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Pro- 
cedure. 

Section  3.  A  three-fourths  majority  of  the  student 
body  voting  is  necessary  for  adoption  of  an  amendment. 
No  amendment  shall  be  retroactive  in  effect. 

Section  4.     An    amendment    must    be    presented    and 
thoroughly  explained  at  least  two  meetings  preceding  the 
time  of  voting  at  which  the  Student  Body  shall  vote  on  it. 
Article   X.     Vacancies 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the 
power  to  declare  committee  offices  vacant  within  two 
weeks  after  vacancy  occurs. 

Section  2.  All  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  any  of 
the  elective  offices  provided  for  by  this  Constitution  shall 
be  filled  by  special  election  called  by  the  Committee  on 
Rules  and  Procedure  within  10  days  after  the  vacancy 
occurs. 

Article   XI.     Organizations 

Section  1.  No  organization  shall  exist  as  such  on  this 
campus  until  it  has  been  first  inspected  for  charter  by  the 
Extra-Curricular  Activities  Committee  and  approved  by 
vote  of  the  majority  present  of  the  Student  Association. 

Section  2.  All  organizations  existing  on  the  campus 
at  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution  shall  be  issued  char- 
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ters   provided   they  meet   the   standards   recommended   in 
Article  XI.  Section  1. 

Section  3.  The  Executive  Committee,  with  a  three- 
fourths  majority  vote  of  the  Student  Association,  shall 
have  the  power  to  revoke  an  organization's  charter. 

Section  4.  An  organization  must  be  composed  of  10 
members   of   Stetson's   student  body. 

Article  XII.     Interpretation 
Section  1.     The    Committee   on   Rules   and    Procedure 
shall  have  the  power  to  interpret  and  construe  this  Con- 
stitution, subject  to  appeal  and  review  by  the  law  school 
Honor  Court, 

Article  XMI.     Reserved   Powers 
Section   1.     The    Association    reserves    unto   itself   all 
powers   not   delegated   to    the   various   committees,   which 
powers   may  be   exercised   by  a  majority  vote  of  the  As- 
sociation. 

Section  2.  The  power  to  recall  an  elected  officer  is 
reserved  to  the  Association  or  any  component  part  there- 
of by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  entire  Association, 
or  the  entire  constituency  in  which  a  recall  is  desired. 

Section  3.  The  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  of  all 
the  committees  shall  be  subjected  to  referendum  by  the 
Association,  and  may  be  repealed  by  a  majority  vote  of 
the  Association  present. 

Article  XIV.     Oath 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Student  Association 
of  John  B.  Stetson  University  shall  take  the  following 
oath  at  installation:  "I  do  solemnly  affirm  that  I  will 
faithfully  execute  my  office  in  the  Student  Association 
of  John  B.  Stetson  University  and  will  to  the  best  of  my 
ability  carry  out  its  Constitution." 

Section  2.  The  same  oath  shall  be  taken  by  the 
class,  college  and  school  officers  upon  installation. 
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Article  XV.     Adoption 

Section  1.  This  Constitution  shall  supercede  all  pre- 
vious   constitutions. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  adoption  of  th"s  Constitution, 
the  original  shall  be  filed  in  the  University  President's 
safe  for  safe  keeping.  A  copy  shall  be  put.  on  display,  in 
a  safe  place,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Student  Association 
members.  Only  photostat  copies  will  be  released,  one  of 
which  will  be  presented  to  each  newly  installed  Associa- 
tion  President. 
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HONOR   SOCIETIES 

Beta  Beta  Beta.  Beta  Chi  chapter  was  established  at 
Stetson  in  April,  1947.  Beta  Beta  Beta  is  a  national  hon- 
orary biology  organization  which  was  founded  in  1922. 
The  purposes  of  th's  or^^anization  are  to  promote  an  in- 
creased interest  in  b'ology,  to  stimulate  sound  scholar- 
ship and  to  encourage  biological  research.  Members  are 
selected  from  students  in  advanced  biology  classes  who 
maintain  a  scholastic  average  of  B    (2.0). 

Delta  Theta  F'hi.  The  Fuller  Warren  Senate  of  Delta 
Theta  Phi  law  fraternity  was  installed  at  Stetson  in  194S, 
Its  members  are  selected  from  regularly  enrolled  students 
in  the  College  of  Law.  Delta  Theta  Phi  is  a  national 
law  fraternity  with  G9  senates  in  accredited  law  colleges 
throughout  the  country.  The  ahiis  of  this  organization  are 
to  encourage  high  scholarship,  promote  fellowship  and 
foster  the  hirh  ideals  of  the  legal  profession. 

Der  Deutsche  Verei".  Der  Deutsche  Verein  is  an 
honorary  German  organization.  The  members  are  selected 
from  students  in  advanced  German  classes  and  superior 
students  in  freshman  and  sophomore  courses.  The  pur- 
pose of  the  organization  is  to  foster  an  interest  in  the 
language,  the  customs  and  the  literature  of  Germany. 

Gamma  Sigma  Ensilon.  Gamma  Sigma  Epsilon,  na- 
tional honorary  chemistry  fraternity,  was  founded  in  1919 
at  Davidson  College,  Davidson,  N.C.  As  stated  in  the  con- 
stitution, the  object  of  the  fraternity  is  to  increase  in- 
terest and  scholarship  in  chemistry  and  to  promote  friend- 
ship and  the  general  welfare  of  chemists.  Juniors  and 
seniors  majoring  in  chemistry,  whose  grades  meet  the  high 
standard  set  by  the  Grand  Council,  are  eligible  for  election 
to  membership.  Beta  Beta  chapter  was  established  at 
Stetson  in  1932. 

The  Horor.  The  general  purpose  of  the  organization 
known  as  The  Honor  is  to  concentrate  the  interest  of  the 
Student   Government    Council   on   individual   students,    so 
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that  eacli  girl  shall  have  the  oppoitunity  of  makiiii^  h(;r 
life  hroadei-  and  finer,  and  thus,  of  niakiim  herself  more 
valiiahle  to  the  people  around  her  and  to  her  university. 
The  aims  of  the  organization  are  to  aid  in  the  development 
of  all-around  young  women;  to  encourage  scholarship;  to 
recognize  and  encourage  individual  abilities;  and  to  pro- 
mote leadership.  I-Cligibility  to  membership  is  based  upon 
50  points  as  aw^arded  and  planned  by  the  organization  and 
a  minimum  average  of  B   (2.0). 

Kappa  Delta  Pi.  The  purpose  of  Kappa  Delta  Pi  shall 
be  to  encourage  high  professional,  intellectual,  and  i)er- 
sonal  standards  and  to  recognize  outstanding  contributions 
to  education.  To  this  end  it  shall  invito  to  membership 
such  persons  as  exhilnt  commendable  personal  qualities, 
worthy  educational  ideals,  and  sound  scholarship,  it  shall 
endeavor  to  maintain  a  high  degree  of  jjro'essional  fellow- 
ship among  its  members  and  to  (luicken  professional 
growth  by  honoring  achievement  in  educational  work. 

Kappa  Kappa  Psi.  Kappa  Kappa  Psi,  a  national  band 
fraternity,  was  founded  to  promote  the  best  interests  of 
college  bandsmen  and  to  encouraie  a  higher  type  of  band 
music.  To  carry  out  the  full  purpose  of  the  fraternity, 
each  candidate  for  initiation  must  be  an  outstanding  stu- 
dent. 

Kappa  Pi.  An  honorary  organization  founded  in  1035 
for  the  puipose  of  promoting  an  interest  in  art  on  and 
off  the  campus  and  to  create  a  sincere  love  of  beauty  and 
appreciation  of  art.  The  club  makes  sketching  tours  and 
visits  to  exhibits  throughout  the  year,  and  sponsors  the 
annual  art  exhibit  at  Commencement.  The  Hatter  Club 
was  installed  as  a  chapteir  of  the  national  honorary  art 
fraternity,  Kappa  Pi,  in  the  spring  of  1946. 

La  Franciade.  The  members  of  this  honorary  French 
orgsnizaticn  are  selected  from  students  in  advanced 
French  courses  and  superior  students  in  the  intermediate 
courses.     The  purpose  of  the  society  is  to  foster  an  extra- 
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curricular  interest  in  tlie  language,  the  customs  and  the 
literature  of  France. 

Ye  Mystic  Krewe.  Ye  Mystic  Krewe  is  an  organiza- 
tion of  junior  and  senior  men  students,  chosen  without 
regard  to  fraternity  or  other  affiliation.  Selection  is  gov- 
erned entirely  by  the  abilities  and  accomplishments  of  the 
individuals.  The  purpose  of  the  organization  is  to  develop 
and  coordinate  a  proper  spirit  among  all  elements  of  cam- 
pus life  and  activities. 

The  Order  of  the  Scroll  and  Key.  The  Order  of  the 
Scroll  and  Key,  founded  at  Stetson  in  March,  1040,  was 
formed  for  the  purpose  of  recognizing  and  encouraging 
high  scholarship.  Members  are  chosen  from  the  highest 
10  per  cent  of  the  junior  and  senior  classes.  No  one  may 
be  elected  who  does  not  possess  qualities  of  leadership. 

Phi  Alpha  Delta.  The  David  J.  Brewer  chapter  of  Phi 
Alpha  Delta  law  fraternity  was  installed  at  Stetson  in  1915. 
This  is  a  national  legal  fraternity  and  members  are  select- 
ed from  regularly  enrolled  students  in  the  College  of  OLaw. 
The  purpose  of  this  organization  is  to  encourage  scholar- 
ship, to  promote  the  discussion  of  legal  subjects,  to  effec- 
tuate fellowship  and  to  foster  the  high  ideals  of  the  legal 
profession. 

Phi  Alpha  Theta.  Alpha  Zeta  chapter  was  established 
on  this  campus  in  May,  1942.  Before  that  time  the  group 
had  been  known  as  The  History  Club.  Its  purpose  is  to 
encourage  the  study  of  history  in  all  its  different  phases. 
Membership  in  the  national  fraternity  is  open  to  those 
students  who  have  had  at  least  12  semester  hours  of  his- 
tory with  an  average  above  B  (2.0).  Any  student  who  had 
a  grade  below  B,  no  matter  if  other  grades  bring  the  aver- 
age above  B  (2.0),  is  automatically  ineligible. 

Phi  Beta.  Eta  chapter  of  Phi  Beta  was  established  at 
Stetson  in  1921,  especially  for  young  women  who  are  out- 
standing in  the  field  of  music.  It  is  a  national  professional 
fraternity  striving  for  professional  achievement  in  music 
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or  dramatics,  high  ideals  in  womanhood,  and  scholarship. 
It  is  a  member  of  the  national  professional  Panhellenic 
Society.  Its  members  act  as  hostesses  for  all  music  ac- 
tivities. 

Phi  Delta  Phi.  Cardozo  Inn  of  the  international  legal 
fraternity  of  Phi  Delta  Phi  was  installed  at  Stetson  on 
Dec.  5,  1947.  Its  members  are  selected  from  regularly  en- 
rolled students  in  the  College  of  Law.  Phi  Delta  Phi  is 
the  oldest  legal  fraternity  in  the  United  States,  originating 
at  the  University  of  Michigan  in  18G9,  and  now  numbering 
75  inns  in  accredited  law  colleges  throughout  the  country. 
The  purpose  of  the  organization  is  to  encourage  high 
scholarship  and  culture,  to  promote  le.^al  discussion  and 
thought  and  to  foster  good  fellowship. 

Phi  Society.  The  Phi  Society  is  an  honor  society 
sponsored  by  members  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  in  a  number  of 
colleges  and  universities.  It  gives  recognition  for  scholarly 
work  Irom  the  beginning  of  the  college  course.  It  is  limit- 
ed to  the  courses  in  Liberal  Arts,  and  to  be  eligible  for 
membership  students  must  maintain  an  average  grade  of 
B  plus  (2.5)  in  their  first  year  of  college  work. 

PI  Kappa  Delta.  In  the  spring  of  19.39  the  Florida 
Beta  chapter  of  Pi  Kappa  Delta,  national  forensic  frater- 
nity, was  installed  at  Stetson.  There  are  today  174  chap- 
ters of  this  forensic  fraternity  throughout  the  United 
States.  The  purpose  of  Pi  Kappa  Delta  is  to  promote  a 
greater  interest  in  the  art  of  public  speaking  and  to  re- 
ward with  membership  those  who  have  taken  an  active 
part  in  forensic  activities. 

Sigma  Delta  Pi.  Alpha  Kappa  chapter  of  Si.gma  Delta 
Pi  was  installed  at  Stetson  in  1937.  It  is  a  national  hon- 
orary scholarship  fraternity  of  students  majoring  or  minor- 
ing  in  Spanish,  The  scholastic  requirement  is  a  B  (2.0) 
average  in  Spanish.  The  prospective  member  must  have 
six  majors  of  Spanish  or  must  be  taking  his  sixth  when 
he  becomes  an  active  member. 
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Sigma  Pi  S'gma.  Sigma  Pi  Sigma  is  the  national 
honor  society  in  the  field  of  physics.  The  Alpha  Iota 
chapter  was  installed  at  Stetson  in  1937.  Membership  in 
the  society  is  open  to  juniors  and  seniors  who  have  com- 
pleted a  minimum  of  five  majors  in  physics  with  a  scholar- 
ship rating  of  B  (2.0)  and  who  give  promise  of  achieve- 
ment in  scientific  work. 

Tau  Beta  Sigma.  Tau  Beta  Sigma,  national  honorary 
sorority  for  women  who  are  outstanding  in  the  band,  was 
founded  at  Stetson  in  1947,  as  a  sister  organization  to  Kap- 
pa Kappa  Psi.  It  is  an  organization  operating  exclusively 
in  the  field  of  the  college  and  university  bands  for  the 
purpose  of  promoting  a  spirit  of  cooperation  and  fellow- 
ship among  the  women  in  the  band. 

Theta  Alpha  Phi.  The  national  honorary  dramatic 
fraternity,  Theta  Alpha  Phi,  installed  Florida  Alpha  chap- 
ter at  Stetson  in  1919.  The  purposes  of  this  honorary 
fraternity  are  to  arouse  interest,  stimulate  creativeness 
and  foster  artistic  achievement  in  all  the  allied  arts  and 
crafts  of  the  theater.  Membership  in  Theta  Alpha  Phi  is 
limited  to  juniors  and  seniors  with  high  scholastic  records 
who  have  done  outstanding  work  in  acting,  directing,  play- 
writing,  backstage  activity  or  some  other  phase  of  dra- 
matic production.  Regular  meetings  of  the  chapter  are 
held  twice  a  month  to  foster  social  and  professional  ad- 
vancement. 

CLUBS 
The  Camera  Club.  The  purpose  of  the  Camera  Club  is 
to  foster  an  interest  in  photography  as  a  hobby.  It  was 
established  on  Stetson's  campus  during  the  spring  quar- 
ter of  1944.  To  be  eligibile  for  membership,  students  must 
have  a  scholastic  rating  of  B  or  above  and  express  a  keen 
interest  in  pliotography. 

The  Future  Teachers  of  America.  The  Future  Teach- 
ers of  America  is  an  organization  primarily  for  prospec- 
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tive  public  school  teachers,  sponsored  by  the  Department 
of  Education.  The  club  seeks  to  acquaint  the  teachers 
with  the  many  problems  of  the  profession,  to  develop  pro- 
fessional contacts  for  them,  and  to  foster  the  interests  of 
the  teaching   profession. 

Honor  Court  (Law).  Composed  of  seven  student  jus- 
tices, the  Stetson  Honor  Court  has  the  responsibility  of 
l)romoting  an  educational  campaign  against  "those  things 
which  are  beneath  the  dignity  of  the  law."  Two  justices 
each  are  from  the  freshman  and  junior  classes  and  three 
are  from  the  senior  class.  The  court  serves  for  the  trial 
of  infractions  and  the  recommendation  of  punishment  in 
case  of  guilt, 

lota  Chi  (International  Relations  Club).  The  Interna- 
tional Relations  Club  was  organized  at  Stetson  in  1938 
under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Carnegie  Endowment  for  In- 
ternational Peace.  Its  purpose  is  to  stimulate  interest  in 
imipartial  discussion  of  international  affairs.  This  club 
has  just  adopted  the  two  Greek  letters  "Iota  Chi"  and  is 
undergoing  a  complete  re-organization. 

The  Stetson  Blazer  C'ub.  This  organization  is  com- 
posed of  outstanding  women  of  the  WAA  who  have  re- 
ceived letters  and  blazers  for  achievement  in  sports,  scho- 
larship, service  and  sportsmanship.  Election  to  member- 
ship in  the  Blazer  Club  is  the  highest  athletic  honor  that 
a  woman  at  the  University  may  receive. 

The  Stetson  Commerce  Club.  The  Stetson  Commerce 
Club,  organized  in  1937,  is  composed  of  the  sophomore, 
junior  and  senior  students  in  the  School  of  Business  who 
have  maintained  a  minimum  average  of  C.  The  purpose 
of  this  organization  is  to  develop  a  better  understanding 
of  the  principles  and  problems  of  business. 

The  Stetson  Press  Club.  The  Stetson  Press  Club  was 
organized  in  1938  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  journalism 
both  on  and  off  the  campus.     It  is   semi-professional   in 
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nature    and   recognizes    students    who   have    distinguished 
themselves  in  journalism  and  literary  activities. 

The  Stetson  "S"  Club.  The  Stetson  "S"  Club  is  an 
organization  of  varsity  lettermen.  Its  purpose  is  to  en- 
courage sportsmanship,  develop  scholarship  and  promote 
a  spirit  of  cooperation  among  athletes,  other  students  and 
faculty. 

S:etson  Veterans  Association.  The  Stetson  Veterans 
Afisociation  was  organized  during  the  spring  quarter,  1946, 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  the  student  veteran  the  benefit 
of  organized  effort  and  to  insure  the  continuance  of  good- 
will and  better  understanding  between  the  veterans  .group 
and  the  University. 

Student  Bar  Association.  The  Stetson  Student  Bar 
Association  is  composed  of  all  students  regularly  enrolled 
in  the"  College  of  Law.  The  purposes  of  the  association 
are  to  maintain  a  closer  relationship  between  the  indi- 
vual  student  and  the  administration;  to  promote  the  in- 
terests of  the  students  individually  and  collectively;  to 
provide  a  measure  of  self-government  for  the  members; 
and  to  develop  a  feeling  of  good-will  and  understanding 
between  the  students  and  the  faculty. 

Student  Music  Teachers.  This  national  school  music 
teachers  organization  is  made  up  of  future  music  teachers 
in  the  public  schools.  Colleges  where  there  are  music 
education  departments  are  eligible  for  chapter  organiza- 
tions. The  membership  dues  are  $1.50  which  entitles  the 
member  to  receive  the  Music  Educators  Journal  and  all 
bulletins  from  the  state  music  organization  (FMEA)  as 
well  as  the  bulletins  from  MENC.  Membership  is  open  to 
all  juniors  and  seniors  in  music  education. 

Thomas  and  Chapman  Law  Clubs.  These  clubs,  ac- 
tive on  the  law  campus  before  the  war,  have  been  re- 
organized under  the  sponsorship  of  the  distinguished 
graduates  of  the  Stetson  College  of  Law,  for  whom  they 
are   named.     Membership  is   open  to  all   students   in  the 
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College  of  Law.  Fall  quarter  work  concentrates  on  indi- 
vidual arguments,  while  each  winter  and  spring  quarter 
competitions  between  the  two  clubs  are  conducted  under 
the  direction  of  the  coordinator  to  determine  the  out- 
standing student  lawyers.  Winners  from  the  first  and  sec- 
ond year  classes  in  each  club  compete  on  annual  "Law 
Day"  by  presenting  an  appellate  argument  before  selected 
members  of  the  Florida  judiciary  sitting  as  justices  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  John  B.  Stetson  University. 

The  Town  Girls  Club.  The  Town  Girls  Club  is  open 
to  all  University  women  who  do  not  live  in  the  campus 
dormitories.  Its  purpose  is  to  assist  in  orienting  town 
girls  in  University  life  and  to  provide  for  group  participa- 
tion in  campus  activities.  A  club  room  for  members  is 
maintained  in  Stetson  Hull.

The  Florida  Alpha  chapter  of  Theta  Alpha  Phi,  hon- 
orary dramatic  fraternity,  has  the  supervision  of  all  the 
dramatic  activities  of  the  University  and  endeavors  to  pro- 
mote student  interest  in  the  study,  production  and  com- 
position of  plays  through  the  Little  Theatre  activities.

The  Hatter  is  the  yearbook  of  the  stu- 
dents of  Stetson  and  is  published  by  the  junior  classes  of 
the  College  of  Libei^al  Arts,  the  College  of  Law,  the  School 
of  Music  and  the  School  of  Business, 

The  Stetson  Reporter.  The  Stetson  Reporter  is  a 
v/eekly  newspaper  published  by  the  students  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  department  of  journalism. 

The  Stetson  Quarterly.  The  Stetson  Quarterly  is  a 
campus  magazine  in  which  selected  literary  exercises  of 
the  students  are  published. 

The  Stetson  Handbook.  The  Handbook  is  issued  an- 
nually and  is  virtually  a  manual  of  instructions  for  all 
first-year  students  at  Stetson  and  contains  information  ot 
value  to  all  classmen  at  the  University. 

MUSIC 
The  Music  School  Association.  This  organization  is 
composed  of  students  of  the  School  of  Music.  According 
to  the  constitution  which  was  adopted  by  the  student  body 
in  the  spring  of  1940,  its  officers  are  elected  by  general 
vote  of  the  students  in  the  spring  of  each  year.     The  pur- 
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pose  of  this  organization  is  to  develop  initiative  in  student 
activities,  to  create  a  more  desirable  relationship  between 
the  students  and  faculty,  and  to  strengthen  all  connections 
between  the  School  of  Music  and  the  other  schools  of  the 
University. 

The  Stetson  Glee  Clubs.  The  University  has  two  glee 
clubs,  one  for  women  and  one  for  men.  These  clu])s  oper- 
ate as  separate  units,  and  combine  to  form  the  University 
C^horus.  The  glee  clubs  appear  in  concert  at  the  Univer- 
sity and  in  many  cities  throughout  the  state.  The  chorus 
appears  in  concert,  oratorio,  opera,  cnntata,  and  at  Home- 
coming and  Commencement.  The  Radio  Chorus  cons'sts 
of  25  picked  voices.  Membership  in  these  organizations  is 
competitive. 

The  Stetson  Symphony  Orchest'^a.  The  Stetson  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  provides  the  students  opportunity  for  or- 
chestral experience  as  player,  soloist,  conductor,  composer 
and  arranger.  Its  repertory  includes  standard  overtures, 
symphonies,  concertos,  classic  and  modern  selections,  it 
gives  symphonic,  concerto  and  "pop"  concerts.  Stress  is 
put  upon  sight  reading. 

The  Stetson  Little  Symphony.  The  Stetson  Little 
Symphony  is  a  small  orchestra  composed  of  experienced 
student  players.  It  performs  with  opera  and  oratorio  and 
presents  original  arrangements  and  compositions. 

The  Stetson  Band.  The  Hatter  March'ng  Band  ap- 
pears for  the  football  games,  and  various  parades.  The 
Pep  Band,  a  small  unit,  plays  for  pep  raTies  and  student 
meetings.  The  Concert  Band  is  a  selected  instrumenti- 
t'on  from  the  total  roster,  and  appears  in  concerts  locaHy 
throughout  the  year,  as  well  as  appearing  in  other  cities. 
The  Sightreading  Band  meets  every  Monday  evening  and 
is  open  to  those  who  want  to  play  just  for  fun;  it  includes 
seme  faculty  members,  townspeople,  and  students  who  are 
not  in  the  other  bands.  This  group  is  lead  by  the  music 
majors  to  give  them  experience  in  conductin.j.     All  of  the 
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band  activities  are  proDioted  by  Tau  Beta  Sigma  and  Kap- 
pa Kappa  Psi. 

PHYSICAL    EDUCATION   AND 
INTRAMURAL  ATHLETICS 

Intramural  activities  will  give  you  ample  opportunity 
for  self-expression  in  a  clean,  sportsman-like  manner  . 

The  intramural  program  is  planned  with  the  aim  of 
developing  the  student  physically,  mentally,  culturally  and 
emotionally  through  the  several  divisions  of  the  program.

Physical    Education

women  are  d-rectly  under  faculty  control. 

STETSON    UNIVERSITY    INTRAMURAL 
ATHLETIC  ASSOCIATION 

Constitution  and  By-Laws 

Article  I.     Purpose 
Section   1.     It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  this  Association 
to  encourage  and  enlist  the  entire  student  body  in   some 
form  of  organized   athletic  activity  and  to   encourage   the 
promotion  of  wholesome  recreation. 
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Article  II.     Membership 

Section  1.  Every  male  student  matriculating  in  the 
University  automatically  becomes  a  member  of  the  As- 
sociation except  as  stated  in  By-Laws. 

Section  2.     Units   of   competition   shall   consist  of   six 
social  organizations  and  six  organizations  composed  of  non- 
affiliated men,  which  will  comprise  the  two  leagues. 
Article   III.     Administration 

Section  1.  The  Intramural  Board  shall  consist  of  the 
Athletic  Director,  the  Intramural  Director,  the  Social  Vice- 
President  and  one  representative  from  each  of  the  organi- 
zations entered  in  intramural  competition. 

Section  2.  The  Intramural  Director  shall  call  all 
meetings  of  the  board  and  act  as  chairman.  At  the  sug- 
gestion of  the  Intramural  Director  the  board  shall  assist 
In  formulating  special  rules  and  decide  all  cases  of  eligi- 
bility. The  Intramural  Director  shall  call  a  meeting  at  the 
request  of  three  group  representatives.  The  Intramural 
Director  shall  draft  all  schedules,  select  all  officials  and 
make  all  necessary  floor  and  field  arrangements. 

Section  3.  The  Intramural  Board  shall  deal  with  all 
amendments  and  protests. 

Section  4.  In  all  matters  which  are  decided  by  a  vote, 
a  two-thirds  vote  shall  be  necessary  to  make  the  vote  va- 
lid. A  quorum  (three-fourths)  must  be  present  at  all  vot- 
ing meetings. 

Section  5.  The  Intramural  Board  shall  elect  a  secre- 
tary whose  duty  will  be  to  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  meetings. 

Section  6.  The  representatives  of  each  group  shall 
organize  teams  v/ithin  their  respective  clubs  for  the  vari- 
ous sports.  They  shall  report  all  scores  promptly,  keep 
their  groups  informed  of  all  happenings  at  the  meetings 
and  confer  with  other  managers  in  regard  to  officials,  etc. 
They  will  be  responsible  for  furnishing  a  list  of  members 
of  their  group  to  the  Intramural  Director  at  the  first  regu- 
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lar  meeting  of  the  Association  each  year.  Each  team  must 
turn  in  a  roster  to  the  secretary  and  be  placed  on  file  be- 
fore the  beginning  of  any  contest.  Each  organization  will 
make  an  original  and  a  duplicate  of  its  roster.  No  names 
will  be  added  to  the  team  roster  after  same  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  secretary.  Violation  of  this  rule  will  cause 
all  of  the  games  of  that  organization  to  be  forfeited. 
Article   IV.     Eligibility 

Section  1.  All  students  of  the  College  shall  be  eligible 
to  enter  any  activity  promoted  by  the  Association  except 
as  hereafter  noted. 

Section  2.  A  player  may  represent  only  one  group.  A 
man  may  not  compete  until  he  has  been  officially  entered 
at  the  intramural  office  24  hours  before  participating  in 
any  sport.  No  changes  will  be  made  in  rosters.  Each 
player  participating  with  his  respective  organization  will 
sign  his  own  name  to  the  roster,  which  shall  be  considered 
the  original. 

Section  3.  No  student  at  Stetson  University,  or  a 
transfer  from  any  other  college  or  university,  shall  be 
eli.sible  to  compete  in  any  sport  in  which  he  won  a  var- 
sity letter  or  that  sport's  equivalent,  such  as  baseball  (soft- 
ball),  football   (touch  football). 

Section  4.  During  a  regular  varsity  season  or  a  desig- 
nated varsity  practice  session,  no  member  of  such  a  var- 
sity squad  as  above  mentioned  is  eligible  to  compete  as  a 
team  member  in  any  round-table  intramural  sport. 

Section  5.  Members  of  the  faculty,  who  were  regular 
members  of  fraternities  as  undergraduates,  may  partici- 
pate with  the  fraternity  to  which  they  belong  except  in 
sports  in  which  they  received  major  or  minor  letters  while 
undergraduates  in  college.  Pledging  of  faculty  members 
shall  not  be  allowed  for  intramural  purposes. 
Article  V.     Meetings 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the  Intramural 
Board    before    the    beginning    of   each    major    sport.      The 
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secretary  shall  notify  all  members  of  the  board. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  the 
Intramural  Director,  or  secretary,  or  on  petition  of  three 
teams. 

Article  VI.     POWERS 

S^tion  1.  The  Intramural  Director  shall  have  the 
power  to  postpone  or  cancel  any  events  which  he  deems 
necessary. 

Section  2.  The  Athletic  Director  shall  have  the  final 
judgment  over  all  decisions. 

Section  3.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Intramural  Board 
before  each  major  sport,  rules  and  regulations  shall  be 
made  and  published  for  that  sport. 

Section  4.  The  Intramural  Board  shall  have  the  pow- 
er to  revise  and  enlarge  the  schedule,  but  this  must  be 
done  prior  to  playing  the  first  game. 

Article    VII.      Amendments 

Section  1.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  a 
three-fourths   (%)   majority  vote  of  the  Intramural  Board. 

By-Laws 
Article  I.     Quorum 

Section  1.     Three-fourths    of    the    entire    members    of 
the  Intramural  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
Article  II.     Games 

Section  1.  Team  Competition.  Touch  football,  volley- 
ball, basketball,  softball  and  baseball  shall  be  controlled 
by  round-robin  schedule. 

Section  2.  Handball,  ping  pong,  horseshoes,  paddle- 
ball,  tennis,  golf  and  badminton  shall  be  controlled  by  team 
elimination. 

Article*  III.     Schedules 

Section  1.  The  round-robin  schedule  for  all  games 
shall  be  made  by  the  Intramural  Board  at  least  one  year 
in  advance. 

Section  2.  The  elimination  schedule  for  all  games 
shall  be  made  by  the  Intramural  Board  before  the  begin- 
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ning  of  the  fall  quarter. 

Article    IV.     Awards 

Section  1.  The  participation  trophy  signifies  the  in- 
tramural championship  shall  be  awarded  to  the  organiza- 
tion scoring  the  greatest  number  of  points  throughout  the 
year  in  each  league.  This  trophy  shall  remain  in  the  cus- 
tody of  the  winning  group  for  one  year.  It  shall  remain 
in  the  permanent  possession  of  any  group  winning  the 
trophy  for  three  years. 

Secfon  2.  Teams  representing  organizations  shall  re- 
ceive a  trophy  for  that  sport  in  which  they  are  declared 
the  winner. 

Section  3.  Intramural  keys  will  be  given  to  all  mana- 
gers who  served  their  group  well. 

Section  4.  The  winning  and  participating  teams  are 
awarded  points  as  follows:

If  a  team  of  conte!^tants  fails  to  appear  at 
the  appointed  place  within  15  minutes  of  the  time  S(;hed- 
uled  for  the  contest,  the  opposing  team,  or  contpstant,  may 
claim  a  forfeit  upon  presenting  a  full  line-up  and  display- 
ing a  readiness  to  play. 

Section  2.  A  team  shall  forfeit  any  contest  in  which 
it  uses  an  ineligible  player. 

Section  3.     A  team  winning  by  forfeit  shall  receive  all 
the  points  of  a  moral  win.    A  team  losing  by  a  forfeit  shall 
be  charged  v/ith  a  loss  and  lose  the  points  of  that  game.

DRAMATICS 

Rules 

1.  A  scene  or  scenes  from  a  longer  play  instead  of  a 
one-act  play  may  be  presented. 

2.  No  play  may  require  more  than  55  minutes  for  pres- 
entation. All  incidental  music,  et  cetera,  must  be  included 
within  this  time  limit. 

3.  The  number  of  persons  in  the  cast  is  not  limited. 

4.  Permission  to  use  plays  and  payment  of  royalties 
must  be  handled  by  each  manager  directly  with  the  pub- 
lishers BEFORE  the  play  is  presented. 

5.  The  order  of  presentation  will  be  determined  by 
lot. 

6.  Each  cast  will  require  not  more  than  six  minutes 
to  set  its  stage  and  two  minutes  to  clear.  This  rule  may 
be  waived  at  the  discretion  of  the  dramatic  intramural 
leader. 

7.  No  wall  decorations  of  any  kind,  no  screens  used 
as  backgrounds  nor  backdrops  supported  in  any  way  may 
be  used.  This  rule  may  be  waived  at  the  discretion  of  the 
dramatic  intramural  leader. 

S.  The  regular  intramural  rules  will  govern  all  other 
problems. 
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9.  Absolutely  no  persons  other  than  those  who  belong 
to  the  intramural  group  will  be  allowed  to  participate  in 
any  way  connected  with  the  production  of  the  play. 

10.  Theta  Alpha  Phi  members  are  excluded,  but  will 
be  allowed  to  direct  the  production  if  the  managers  call 
them. 

11.  Types  of  plays  to  be  presented  will  be  comedy, 
farce  and  melodrama. 

Plan   of  Contest 

The  leader  of  intramural  dramatics  will  give  each 
group  a  statement  as  to  locations  of  doors  and  windows, 
a  cyclorama  and  an  exterior  set,  if  possible.  He  will  co- 
operate in  every  way  with  coaches  and  casts,  but  the  lat- 
ter must  take  entire  responsibility  for  securing  properties. 
Since  neither  settings  nor  properties  will  be  equally  suit- 
able lor  all  plays  presented,  it  is  obvious  that  judges  will 
NOT  judge  the  stage  sets  but  the  play  presentations  them- 
selves. 

Each  cast  is  responsible  for  setting  its  own  stage  and 
for  removing  its  properties  immediately  at  the  close  of  the 
play  so  that  the  cast  presenting  the  next  play  may  set  its 
stage  properly. 

All  plays  will  be  presented  on  the  one  night,  and  the 
announcement  of  the  winners  will  be  made  after  the  last 
play  is  over. 

INTRAMURAL  DEBATE  RULES 

1.  Florida  Beta  chapter  of  Pi  Kappa  Delta  will  select 
and  publish  the  topic  for  debate. 

2.  All  independent  and  fraternal  organizations  may 
enter. 

3.  Any  student  who  has  not  engaged  in  intercollegiate 
debating  at  Stetson  University  or  at  any  other  college  or 
university  is  eligible  to  participate. 

4.  There  will  be  one  women's  league  and  one  men's 
league. 

5.  There   will  be   both   preliminary  and   final   rounds. 
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The  winners  and  runners-up  in  both  men's  and  women's 
divisions  shall  participate  in  the  finals. 

6.  Each  entry  may  have  both  an  affirmative  and  a 
negative  team,  but  if  only  one  team  is  entered,  that  team 
must  be  prepared  to  debate  both  affirmative  and  negative. 

7.  The  constructive  speeches  will  be  six  minutes,  and 
the  lebuttals  will  be  three  minutes. 

8.  One  faculty  member  will  act  as  judge  for  each  pre- 
liminary debate;  there  will  be  three  judges  for  the  finals. 

9.  The  debaters  will  be  judged  on  the  basis  of  delivery, 
content  and  logic,  and  ability  to  hold  interest  . 

ANNUAL   INTRAMURAL  SING 

The  purpose  of  the  intramural  sing  is  to  develop  an 
interest  in  singing  through  competitive  participation 
among  the  undergraduates  of  Stetson  University  and  to 
give  as  many  as  possible  an  opportunity  to  express  them- 
selves through  music. 

Under  intramural  regulations  the  contest  is  open  to  all 
undergraduates  in  social  organizations  on  the  campus,  fra- 
ternity and  non-fraternity  students,  with  the  exception  of 
those  who  are  listed  as  members  of  the  Stetson  Radio 
Chorus. 

Each  participating  group  in  the  contest  will  select  one 
soni?  of  its  own  choice,  the  arrangement  of  which  must 
be  in  at  least  three-part  harmony.  Songs  used  by  local  fra- 
ternities on  campus  will  not  be  accepted  by  the  judges. 
The  judges  are  selected  from  among  persons  not  affiliated 
with  the  organizations  participating. 

Hlach  group  will  select  its  own  leader  who  may  be  a 
member  of  the  above  mentioned  Radio  Chorus;  however, 
such  person  will  be  restricted  to  leading  and  not  singing 
with  his  or  her  group. 

Each  group  participating  in  the  contest  will  be  judged 
on  the  following  points:  (1)  appearance  and  stage  pres- 
ence;   (2)   leadership;    (.3)   diction;    (4)   intonation;    (5)   in- 
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terpretation;     (6)    arrangement;    and    (7)    adaptability   of 
song  to  each  group. 

Ttie  intramural  sin?  is  judged  in  two  divisions,  one 
for  women  and  one  for  men.  Silver  loving  cups  are  pre- 
sented as  trophies  to  the  winner  of  each  division.  The 
group  winning  the  contest  three  years  in  succession  re- 
tires the  trophy.
